election.” I wonder if he ’// be proved wrong, 
the same way Eric Lowther was surprised a 
few months ago. Now it is time for everyone 
to become familiar with the candidates in 
their local ridings and vote for the person 
who can best represent their philosophies 
and ideals. For the first time in an Alberta 
provincial election, we have openly gay 
candidates. This, in itself, should be enough 
reason to exercise your right to vote and 
support those who are working hard to win a 
seat in the provincial legislature and provide 
a voice for all of us to be heard. Don’t 
underestimate the fact that we can have an 
influence and we can change the outcome in 
some of the ridings throughout the province. 
Whether you’ve worried about utility bills, 
suffered waits of four hours (or more!) to see 
a doctor in a clinic, tuition costs have 
prevented you from further education or gay 
rights issues have caused concern for you, 
it’s important to vote in order to bring about 
positive changes.

action on March 12th will be the first step 
towards change.

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Nancy MacBeth: political passion

It’s been one full year since we spoke 
with Alberta Liberal Leader Nancy 
MacBeth. Now, as the campaign trail heats 
up, we thought it would be a good idea to 
check in and see what she has planned for 


the province, either as the official 
opposition or premier, depending on how 
the race ends up on March 12. Macbeth 
took time out of her busy schedule to meet 
with Outlooks face to face, in the offices of 
departing MLA for Calgary Buffalo Gary 
Dickson. 

Outlooks: In the past weeks, some 
members of the mainstream media have 
been critical of the Alberta Liberal party 
for not presenting a clearly defined 
platform; do you feel that this is a fair 
assessment of the situation? 

MacBeth: I think people know where 
we stand on issues that distinguish us from 
the Klein Tories, to a much greater extent 
than they might admit. In terms of the 
issues that are top of mind for Albertans in 
this _—_ election, clearly _ electricity 
deregulation is a huge one. I think that 
health care will continue to be an issue; Bill 
11 allows for the public funding of private 
for-profit medicine and I think the debate 
will go on. Education will always be an 
issue, because it’s the foundation upon 
which everything else is built. To me, 
public education is how we build a tolerant 
society, how we build good citizens. Those 
will be the three biggies. 

Outlooks: And your thoughts on gay 
and lesbian issues? 

MacBeth: My view is that the essence 
of democracy is the equality of a// people. 
We have said, with respect to human rights 
legislation, we are not going to assume it’s 
written in, we will in fact allow sexual 
orientation to be included in our human 
rights legislation here in Alberta. We have 
been fearless fighters for the equality of all 
persons. Gary Dickson and Brian Edy, our 
new candidate for Calgary Buffalo, fought 
against the use of the “notwithstanding” 
clause. One other issue that came up when 
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we were in the legislature a year ago was 
Bill 38, which would have allowed the 
majority to vote on the rights of a minority. 
You can’t imagine a worse scenario than 
that! That bill, fortunately, was pulled by 
the government with our urging and 
insistence. It, so far, has not seen the light 
of day and, depending on the next election, 
it never will! 

Outlooks: \f you were elected premier 
of Alberta, what steps would you take to 
help reverse the perception that we’re a 
redneck province? 

MacBeth: Well, I think some of the 
action we could take definitely includes 
putting sexual orientation into the human 
rights legislation; I think that’s a very 
important message. I think one of the 
reasons that there is a perception of Alberta 
as a backwater—as opposed to the very, 
very vibrant community I believe we are— 
is partly due to a government that is thirty 
years old and burdened by some 
ideological baggage. 

Outlooks: For example? 

MacBeth: Well, you’ve got the 
progressives and the conservatives: the 
progressives feel like they don’t have a 
home with them and the conservatives— 
certainly some of them—are intolerant of 
differences among people. I think it’s 
fundamentally important to not pick 
“winners” and “losers,” to not say “These 
people have rights and these people don’t.” 
The government’s line is often “give 
special rights,” and they’re mot special 
rights, they’re equal rights. Basically, I 
think the government’s view is that people 
can be discriminated against in terms of 
whether or not they can rent an apartment 
or whatever. We have fought long and hard 
in the legislature against that kind of 
thinking; our record stands clear and we’ll 
continue to fight. 

Outlooks: There is a B.C. case before 
the Supreme Court, and obviously two 
Ontario cases soon to follow, with regard to 
gay marriage. What would the provincial 
Liberal standpoint be if our highest court 
did decide that the denial of gay marriage 
violates the Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms? 

MacBeth: Well, first of all, we won’t 
break the law, obviously. We put forward 
what we thought was a solution in Alberta, 
where the term “marriage” was protected 
for a heterosexual union, but that we'd also 
recognize that there are other forms of 
partnerships that are just as valid as a man 
and a woman in marriage. We cited not 
only same-sex relationships, but parent- 
sibling relationships, two — siblings 
together—which are just as much long- 
term relationships and long-term support as 
a marriage, albeit in a different form. Gary 
Dickson, who as you know is not running 


as an MLA, will continue to be very 
involved. He’s someone whose opinions 
and actions I really trust on this issue; he 
has certainly provided some real leadership 
not only in our caucus but in Alberta. 

Outlooks: By lumping gays and 
lesbians into the same category as other 
dependent relationships, don't you negate 
the legitimacy of conjugal, cohabitive, 
committed same-sex unions within the 
community? 

MacBeth: Well, our record in this area 
is clear. Resolution 99, which was passed 
at the 2000 Alberta Liberal Party Policy 
Convention states, “That the Alberta 
Liberal Party will not use _ the 
‘notwithstanding clause’ of the Charter to 
allow legislation that discriminates against 
minority groups of Albertans.” 

When we talk about recognizing and 
supporting same-sex relationships and 
families in similar ways as other close 
personal relationships between adults, you 
may rest assured that, unlike the “code 
words” used by other political parties and 
special interest groups, this in no way is 
meant to reflect negatively on same-sex 
relationships and families. 


In 1999 the Alberta Liberal Caucus 
introduced amendments to the Domestic 
Relations Amendment Act to recognize the 
variety of mutually supportive living 
arrangements chosen by Albertans, 
including same-sex relationships. At the 
time I stated that the proposals would treat 
all Albertans equally, recognize the 
freedom of Albertans to enter into a variety 
of mutually supportive long term 
relationships, and anticipate and avoid 
further Charter challenges. Accepting 
these amendments would mean the 
adoption of a model that can be used in 
revising many other Alberta laws that 
discriminate against some groups and 
individuals. 

Alberta Liberals recognize the 
principle of equal treatment for all 
common-law relationships, same-sex and 
opposite-sex, in relation to benefits and 
obligations. We will continue to fight to 
ensure that provincial’ policies and 
programs reflect the values of equality 
enshrined in the Charter. Alberta Liberals 
are committed to fairness and equality for 
all Albertans.

We here at Outlooks, with issues of 
equality on our minds, wanted to provide 
each of the three provincial party leaders 
with an opportunity to speak out on some 
key concerns. So, without any further 
delay, we present New Democrat candidate 
and party leader Raj Pannu. 


Outlooks: What, in your opinion, is 
the number one problem the sitting 
government currently has? 


Pannu: Well, the pursuit of a dogma 
which has blinded them to the very 
dangerous failures of the policies they are 
propagating. The latest one, of course, is 
the deregulation of electricity in this 
province and, many years before that, the 
deregulation of the natural gas market. 
Both of these are hitting the pocketbooks of 
all Albertans so hard right now. And this 
government, because of its attachment to 
that dogma, is unable to change course - 
even when it's clear in places like 
California where it hasn't worked. 


Outlooks: The New Democrats have 
always had a good track record when it 
comes to human rights and equality issues, 
and they certainly have been very vocal 
when it comes to gay and lesbian issues. 
Have you found this to be a bit of a 
political millstone around your neck in this 
particular province? 


Pannu: It's certainly not an issue that 
has emerged as a key platform issue, but 
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remember that it is one that threatens the 
fundamental rights of Canadians and 
Albertans; rights that are entrenched, in a 
sense, now in our constitution. What the 
Alberta government has done all the way 
through, including the support of the 
caucus for Victor Doerkson's bill, is an 
affront to notions of equality, an affront to 
the Charter of Rights and Freedoms that we 
as Canadians have guaranteed to us. The 
fact that this government, either directly or 
indirectly encourages the debate on these 
issues in the form of those bills suggests 
that there is something very seriously 
wrong. This government's attitude in 
general is a constant threat to the values 
that Albertans and Canadians have 
successfully got enshrined in the 
constitution. They are out of touch. 


Outlooks: With regard to equality 
issues and issues for minorities, do you 
think you've got a better perspective than 
perhaps some because you are a visible 
minority yourself? 


Pannu: It may have. I've never really 
reflected on it in that way but, clearly, my 
position as a visible minority reminds me 
how other minorities could be treated. The 
particular ethno-cultural community that I 
come from has certainly suffered, over the 
last century, from bigotry and official 
discrimination. So, surely, that's one 
factor. I grew up as a young fellow in 
India, where I wasn't a victim of this kind 
of discrimination and, even then, I was 
very much aware of the offensive, racially 
discriminatory policies of Canada 
Immigration that led to Komagata Maru, 
the incident in the early part of last century. 
That was a very big issue in Punjab, when 
I was growing up. We were kind of fed on 
that, tired of the internationalism, aware of 
the importance of equality, the importance 
of human rights. So, for me, it is not a 
matter that grew out of my experience after 
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having arrived here in Canada; it is 
something that I grew up with as a child. 
I'm very much concerned with the rights of 
minorities and how democratic societies 
must pass this test. If you don't protect 
your minorities, you simply aren't 
dedicated to democracy. 


Outlooks: Now, | noticed that your 
party sent out a blanket response to our 
political survey, and two of your candidates 
[ Katie Benschop and Guy Desrosiers] 
referred to the same one in answering. Is it 
important for you that the New Democrats 
present a united front when it comes to 
your policies? 


Pannu: Yes. Our party has a policy 
which, as you well know, is determined by 
provincial conventions on an annual basis. 
And my party is certainly unified in terms 
of backing that policy that's on the books. 


Ralph Klein was also approached for an interview 
We were advised by Gordon Turtle in the Premier's 
campaign office that the Premier is too busy during 
an election campaign to grant one-on-one media 
interviews.

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Plugged in to Queertv

OT - QueerTelevision bills itself as 
“A ‘Closet-Free’ Experience”. 

“We’re out to be real...and when 
you’re real, you’re bound to ruffle 
feathers. But that’s cool, because 
authenticity isn’t served by being 
mindless cheerleaders for any 
community.” In fact, Queerty host and 
senior producer Irshad Manji is reluctant 
to use the word ‘community’. She 
prefers ‘constituency’. 

“The slogans simply don’t cut it as 
truth,” she says “What we are is a 
constituency of people who have our 
share of brilliance and our share of 
idiocy. We’re not interested in validity 
for the sake of validity, either. In that 
sense, let us assume that we are all equal 
players with heterosexuals, taking 
responsibility for our actions. Queertv 
reflects that confidence. It’s exposing 
and illuminating.” 

Manji is a Toronto-based author and 
broadcaster, recently named by Ms 
magazine as “Feminist For The 21st 
century”, and by Maclean's magazine as 
one of “100 Leaders For Tomorrow.” 
According to Moses Znaimer, Canadian 
media god and executive producer of 
OT, Manji is the only 
feminist/Muslim/lesbian/ capitalist he 
has ever had the pleasure of meeting. 


OT prompts viewers, gay and 
straight, to take pride in_ their 
individuality. The half-hour weekly 


TV/Internet magazine, now in its second 
season, showcases the _ innovators, 
tastemakers and just plain folks who 
make up the queer constituency that 
Manji speaks of. 

But does OT speak on behalf of the 
GLBT community? 

“Impossible,” says Znaimer, the 
television pioneer who put Canadian 
television on the world map. “We’re 
talking about an extremely fractious, 
well-educated, highly opinionated 
community. It’s not possible, or 
desirable. We’re television; we’re not 
running for office. The key is to have as 
many voices as possible. 

“The effort to bring queer 
representation to the screen needs to be 
taken out of the realm of ‘good works’ or 
‘progressive courage’ or ‘an act of 
charity.’ Like any other television 
experience, QT has to pay its own way. 
No please, no thank you. You call the 
shots.” 

This is Moses’ way of letting us 
know that the success of something like 
OT is in the hands of the audience it 
serves. 

“The community, in spite of being 
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well-heeled, with more disposable 
income than most, is mired in bourgeois 
thinking” he offers. “The gay and 
lesbian community needs to marshal its 
own economic clout to get 
representation on the air. QT needs to 
pay its own way, and the GLBT 
community is not yet very efficient 
economically.” 

CITY TV was one of the first 
multicultural/multilingual stations 
around. Znaimer notes how important 
that was to fledgling identities. “The 
first thing you see is that a minority 
establishes itself as a community. It is 
then that they want to manifest on 
television: the ultimate reality, the 
ultimate confirmation that they’re here! 
The stability and the sense of self that 


those images provide are the first 
stirrings of a rudimentary economy.” 
According to Znaimer, in the case of the 


gay and lesbian community, “they have 
not flocked to support what manifests on 
its own. They need to advertise on the 
show, sponsor it; not just enough for it to 
exist, but to reach the high level of 
sophistication that will display life in its 
best light.” 

Interactivity is the chosen lifestyle 
on QT, and the program hosts special 
online chats as well as accepting phone 
calls and streaming viewer video. 

This feedback is Manji’s favorite 
element. “‘Tell It To The Q!’ features 
audience email and voicemail. I’m more 
than happy to include the negative 
feedback as well” she says. “It’s a 
reality check—all opinions are valid, 
and it gives me an opportunity to 
respond.” 

She laughs about one of her 
favourite messages that reached QT: a 
male who’s comment about the show 
consisted of “You guys are so friggin’ 


gay, ya know! Holy crap!” Manji’s on- 
air response “Holy firm-grasp-of-the- 
obvious! 

“My dialogue with the viewers 
immediately sends the message: that one 
can be secure enough to engage with 
strangers—and have a sense of humour 
about it.” 

There’s no room for political 
correctness on QT, says Manji. 
“Political correctness gets in the way of 
honesty.” And QT thrives on pushing 
those buttons that make queers question 
their own prejudices. A recent episode 
featured a couple that lives in a very 
traditional family setting outside of 
Calgary—the husband is hetero, the wife 
a lesbian. 

“But what the wife told us is that it’s 
next to impossible to find a lesbian who 
will ‘tolerate’ a straight man in her daily 
midst. That level of insularity is also 
cited by a viewer whose phone call we 
aired” Manji says. 

“He said that as a straight guy with 
lots of gay friends, he often goes to gay 
bars. But the moment other patrons find 
out he’s het, he becomes a ‘breeder.’ 
He’s comfortable with his sexuality, yet 
they’re not comfortable with him. So he 


wants to know: why this ‘reverse hate’? 

“We not only felt it to be a valid 
question; we also used it to ask our 
viewers what responsibility gays and 
lesbians have to making this a more 
inclusive society.” she continues. 
“Double standards in the straight world 
are immediately unacceptable to us, 
right? Now, it’s our own double 
standards that we need to examine. 

“This doesn’t have to be threatening. 
We all contend with contradictions in 
our lives. Acknowledging those 
contradictions allows the rest of the 
world to relate to us as human beings, 
not cardboard cut-outs. It builds 
credibility for us as a people.” 

OT puts its politics into reality. The 
co-producer of the weekly program is 
Adriana Salvia, a straight woman (as if 


labels matter at this point) who 
originally hails from Edmonton’s 
AccessTV. 


“I’ve learned so much working on 
this show, although it’s lousy for my 
dating life,” laughs Salvia. “Irshad says 
she hired me for my curiosity and story- 
telling skills. Good thing, because I had 
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to spend my first year being educated 
about what makes gays and lesbians 
more than sexual beings. I phoned my 


mom in Edmonton one day and said 
‘Mom, they even have their own flag!’” 

Salvia was completely bowled over 
by her first exposure to Toronto’s gay 
“T had lived in Vancouver near 


*hood.

Davie and Denman, but was still amazed 
by the amount of tolerance for total 
diversity here, be it racial, sexual, 
religious or fill in the blank.” 

“TI like to think my perspective helps 
bring that wider audience into the fold, 
but when I’m researching, I don’t think 
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‘gay and lesbian.’ My first question is 
always ‘Is this a good story?’ The 
orientation of the people involved is just 
the prism the story is viewed through.” 

For example, she interviewed a gay 
German who fought in the resistance 
against the Nazis to free people from the 
death camps. “As he told his story, this 
frail old man, I began to understand how 
brave he was, how much vitality he had 
possessed. He freed hundreds of people. 
And yet, his Jewish boyfriend was the 
only one to walk back into the 
extermination camp to be with his 
family. Imagine facing that choice. 
Imagine the old man’s heartbreak, even 
decades later. That’s what I mean by a 
good story.” 

Co-producing QT has exposed 
Salvia to some experiences that would 
have probably remained outside her life 
experience otherwise. Not only did she 
witness the Sydney Gay Mardi Gras in 
person, but she underwent nothing short 
of a transformation at Roma Pride 2000: 

“This was not my father’s Italy, you 
know what I’m saying? People were 
questioning the Vatican, politicians were 
coming out of the closet... Of course, the 
Vatican refused to participate in the 
story. At one point we were questioning 
an old priest in Rome; I was struggling 
to keep up, in my limited Italian, but I 
could gather from his tone that he was 
upset. When he left, I asked my 
translator to fill me in on the nuances. 


He said, ‘This priest knows he will never 
be promoted to the Vatican, because he 
has worked with gay and lesbian youth. 
He said ‘Shame on the Vatican for 
allowing into the fold all kinds of gay 
men, and then denying them their 
humanity.’ 

“When I got home, I told my mother 
about this. She quietly replied, ‘It is a 
good thing you are doing here.’” 

Salvia admits the experiences she’s 
had have opened her mind, not just to 
gay and lesbian issues, but to all the 
larger ones in her life. “There’s a lot of 
bravery out there.” she says. 

For Manji, the various forms of 
media are tools for changing the world. 
“The effect of the media on public 
perception is huge” she says.” “We are 
surrounded by media; from television to 
graffiti, we process data constantly. It 
doesn’t determine our attitudes, but it 
influences. It can shed light on what 
most people don’t see. The goal is to 
have OT demystify, not validate. Be 
relevant. Be honest. Be human” 

How is television affected by the 
fact that more of its members are “out” 
than ever before? 

According to Znaimer, what we are 
witnessing now is the dawn of a queer 
presence on television. “The first level 
was to put obviously gay people on the 
air, without telling them to cover up who 
or what they are; to be as fully out as 
they were in their own lives. The second 


level is happening in America: gay 
characters, albeit ritualized ones, on 
network television” he says. 

“As the lives of the people involved 
become easier, more direct, more honest, 
the product will become better. The first 
breakthrough is personal; the result is 
that the industry will encompass more 
themes than ever. I predict a progression 
of images: soon the gay character won’t 
be just a funny sidekick, but the main 
character... grounded, intelligent, 
heroic.” 

As this article goes to print, QT has 
learned that it’s being picked up in 
Portugal. If a Catholic stronghold like 
Portugal can handle the reality of QT, 
surely Western Canada is ready. “This 
is a show about people, not sex,” Manji 
reassures. But as Znaimer suggests, it is 
our voices that have to ask for it.

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Political entertainment in B.C.

Alberta is not the only province that is 
in the election spirit: British Columbia is 
poised for a vote as the NDP are inching 
toward the end of their five-year 
constitutional mandate. 

However, unlike the Alberta legislature 
(which will likely look much the same after 
the election as it did before) the B.C. ledge 
seems destined for a major makeover. Polls 
suggest the New Democrats are about to be 
wiped off the political map in this province. 

The reasons are fairly simple—people 
hate them. Well, most people, apparently. 
The governing party is below twenty 
percent in the opinion polls, compared with 
the Liberal party—which has not tasted 
power in the province in forty-nine years— 
which stands at close to sixty percent. 
Pundits are suggesting that the Liberals 
might win every seat in the legislature. 
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Not likely, in reality. When the time 
comes for the actual campaign, the NDP’s 
core vote will likely return, giving them, 
say, thirty or thirty-five percent of the vote 
and a respectable number of seats on the 
opposition side of the House. However, few 
people other than Premier Ujjal Dosanjh 
are actually suggesting they have a 
snowball’s chance in Victoria of actually 
winning the election. In fact, a few high- 
placed New Democrats have argued that the 
campaign should focus on a strategy of 
running for opposition—that is, admit that 
the Liberals are going to win and then argue 
that the voters should spare a dozen or so 
New Democrats to keep the Liberals 
honest. (I might suggest the slogan for such 
a campaign: “Throw the bums in.”) 

The reason for the intense antipathy 
toward the NDP here is due mostly to the 
apparent fiscal clumsiness of the 
government and the appearance of the party 
as a sometimes rudderless vessel. Plus a 
little typically British Columbian 
politicotainment. 

Before I give a not-so-brief synopsis of 
recent B.C. political history, it might be 
wise to remember the old, anonymous 
political axiom about this country: in the 
Maritimes, politics is a pastime, in Quebec 
politics is a religion, in Ontario a business, 
on the Prairies a cause and, in British 
Columbia, entertainment. 

After Mike Harcourt returned the NDP 

to office ten years ago, things 
., Started to go awry. Internal 
| bickering and a nearly two- 
|. decade-old scandal involving 
- the funneling of charity bingo 
money into party accounts 
drove Harcourt to take the dive 
|, just as it seemed the province’s 
budget was getting in order. 
He was replaced by the 
scrappy Glen Clark, who was 
accused by opponents of being 
a class warrior. The NDP 
= campaign against Liberal 
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Leader Gordon Campbell last election 
painted Campbell as a puppet of corporate 
interests and asked the rhetorical question: 
“Whose side is he on, anyway?” 

Clark, despite warnings from 
bureaucrats that he was being overly 
optimistic, brought in the first balanced 
budget in the province in years, then called 
an election. After he was elected by the 
thinnest of legislative margins—the 
Liberals actually got more votes—he 
admitted he might need some “wiggle 
room” as the budget projections might have 
been too optimistic. (It would be another 
three years before the budget was ever 
actually balanced.) 

Then police raided Clark’s home to 
find out a bit more about the relationship 
between an application for a casino license 
by a family friend and a deck the applicant 
had built for Clark on his house. Though 
New Democrats pooh-poohed _ the 
significance of the apparent conflict (“Deck 
added to Clark’s house; Province in 
turmoil” read bumper stickers), Clark 
resigned when the conflict of interest 
commissioner released his report on the 
matter. As well, then-attorney general Ujjal 
Dosanjh acknowledged there was a police 
investigation underway into Clark’s actions. 

Clark’s resignation begat interim 
Premier Dan Miller, and a leadership 
convention begat Premier Ujjal Dosanjh. 

Though Dosanjh is considered squeaky 
clean and is more personally popular than 
Campbell, confusion and a few more 
scandals reigned. The fresh face has so far 
failed to counter the abysmal poll ratings. 

So people are no longer talking about 
“if? the Liberals win the election, but 
“when.” It is destined to create a strange 
dynamic in the race, with the incumbent 
government going in as a deep-down 
underdog. 

Few tears will probably be shed for the 
demise of the NDP. However, just as Brian 
Mulroney was not all bad (please don’t 
send letters), people quickly forget the good 
that a government does. 

The NDP in British Columbia has 
probably been the most gay-positive 
government ever elected anywhere in the 
world outside of the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors. One of the first things 
Harcourt did as premier was reverse the 
homophobic Social Credit government’s 
refusal to legislate protection for gays and 
lesbians under the human rights code. (Oh 
yeah: most of the old Social Crediters are 
backing the Liberals now, including a few 
former MLAs and cabinet ministers who 
are running as Liberal candidates.) 

From the beginning of their mandate to 
what appears to be the bitter end, the New 
Democrats have been unequivocal in their 
support of lesbian and gay concerns. What’s

more, there has apparently been barely a 
whiff of opposition within the party to any 
of these measures. To our credit, British 
Columbians in general have hardly raised 
an eyebrow at these measures either, despite 
a few rabble-rousers in the Liberal party 
and the returned-from-the-grave gadfly 
former premier Bill Vander Zalm. 

From that first tone-setting act, the 
NDP government (under its numerous 
leaders) has amended almost every relevant 
law in the province so it does not 
discriminate against same-sex couples. No 
employer in B.C. can offer any benefit to 
their heterosexual employees’ families that 
they do not offer to their homosexual 
employees’ families. The Ministry of 
Education has introduced thoughtful 
curriculum amendments to teach tolerance 
of lesbians and gays and has stood firm 
when some backwater school boards 
objected. Adoption by same-sex couples or 
individual gays and lesbians has been 
affirmed in law and legislation has been 
passed to ensure that children who live in 
common-law families (gay or straight) do 
not suffer during a family break-up any 
more than their peers in opposite-sex 
legally married families. A long-term 
updated provincial AIDS strategy is under 
development, the government has helped 
fund a state-of-the-art AIDS centre and 
continues to fund various programs and 
new treatments through the world- 
renowned B.C. Centre for Excellence in 
HIV/AIDS. And so on and so forth. 

On top of all of this, the B.C. 
government is challenging the federal 
government in court to determine whether 
the feds’ definition of spouse (one man, one 
woman) contravenes the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. 

So maybe the NDP were the Clampetts 
when they found themselves in charge of 
the impressive legislative buildings. So 
maybe they screwed up one project after 
another. Maybe they haven’t always been 
honest. But gays and lesbians will never 
have a friendlier government in Victoria. 


Pat Johnson is a communications 
consultant, a reporter with Jewish 
Western Bulletin and a freelance writer 
for the Vancouver Courier and numerous 
other publications. 
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In the upcoming provincial election, a 
number of candidates will play key roles in 
determining the direction of Alberta human 
rights issues, should they be elected. From 
new, young voices to trusted old friends, gay 
or straight, these are the ones to watch. 


Throughout her political 

career, Laurie Blakeman has 
| been supportive of—and, in 
mj turn, supported by—the gay 

# community, on whose behalf she 
plays a very active role with regard to human 
rights issues. She, along with Calgary Buffalo 
MLA and Opposition Human Rights Critic 
Gary Dickson, was instrumental in the 
success of the Delwin Vriend case a few years 
ago. Blakeman is seeking re-election in 
Edmonton Centre, a central urban riding with 
a high concentration of gay and lesbian voters. 


"IT think it's important to uphold and 
protect human rights. I do have a large gay, 
lesbian, bisexual and _ transgendered 
community - I'm proud of them and I'm 
certainly going to stand up and represent 
them. Frankly, it's the right thing to do. The 
surveys that have been done across Canada 
show that the Canadian public is ready to 
accept this. They are not comfortable with the 
divide and conquer approach from 
government, they are not comfortable seeing a 


government sector off a group of people and 
say, ‘You're not worth as much; you're not 
equal.’ That is not acceptable to me. I'm not 
going to stand for any group of people being 
discriminated against." 


Even before Brian Edy 
threw his hat into the political 
4 ring, he was extremely active in 
J human rights campaigns in 
Alberta. He was heavily involved in the 
landmark Vriend case and also played a 
crucial role in the lesbian adoption case 
shortly thereafter. He is picking up the torch 
from long-time Liberal MLA Gary Dickson, 
who is departing the riding of Calgary Buffalo 
to pursue other projects. 


"I feel a social obligation to try to help 
people; I've done that in my law practice. This 
is just taking my advocacy to a different 
forum, a different level. It's carrying on the 
tradition of two friends of mine—Sheldon 
Chumir and Gary Dickson—and also Ron 
Ghitter, who has been very dedicated to 
human rights. I strongly believe that people 
need a voice; if there is a Klein majority 
government, you want to have somebody 
there to speak out on the issues for people who 
live here. It's good in a democracy to have 
someone like me who is a watchdog, and not 
a lapdog, for government policies." 
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Congratulations on your 4™ birthday!

"Working for Michael Phair gave me 
three really important insights: it gave me 
hands-on skills for what a politician does in 
dealing with constituent work; it was a chance 
to see to what degree you control the job, and 
the job controls you; and Michael Phair has 
been a mentor to me. The way he deals with 
people has been inspiring. He has been a 
model for howto do the job well. I have a 
long history of involvement in community 
issues, everything from crime and safety to 
housing to health care and environmental 
concems. I'm running in a very diverse 


riding; it's my home, it's a place I feel 
comfortable with and I feel that I can do a 
good job." 


As the president of the 
Progressive Conservative Youth 
of Alberta, Kyle Franz caused a 


| bit of a stir when he appeared as a 
Don't You Wish? Model in the 
November 2000 issue of Outlooks. He feels 


that youth involvement in politics is crucial 
for providing input in the democratic process, 
and feels very strongly about many of the 
policies of the Tory platform. 


"T really couldn't be [at odds with party 
politics], to be incredibly honest, because 
officially they don't have a policy at all. There 
are some individuals who have their own 
individual thoughts, but that's true in any 
group. There are a lot of things I disagree 
with a lot of people on. I've been involved 
since 1996, and I feel if you don't participate, 
then how can you expect your voice to be 
heard? People who don't vote and then whine 
and complain about things, as far as I'm 
concerned, they've got no right to. If you vote 
you've had your say and helped along the 
democratic process." 


z At eighteen, Lorne Neudorf 
F 4 is one of the youngest candidates 
running in the provincial election, 
taking on Calgary West 
incumbent Karen Kryckza. Like 
Kyle Franz, Neudorf feels it is important for 
young people to take an interest in politics and 
bring fresh ideas and perspectives to the table. 
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"Young people have one of the lowest 
voter turnout rates. It's not that they aren't 
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concerned with the issues, they often just have 
a hard time trying to identify with the 
candidate. Most candidates present their 
message in an intimidating style, which the 
youth are not receptive to. We need to get 
more youth involved and send a strong 
message to this government. It would be 
excellent to have a youth MLA elected as a 
voice for the young people here in Calgary. I 
believe the government has lost touch with 
Albertans after thirty years of being 
unchallenged. We've clearly seen that they 
have no vision. It reminds me of one of my 
favourite quotes: If you don't know where 
you're headed, any road will take you there." 


Brian Huskins has taken 
openly gay one step further and, by 
all accounts, is the first openly 
HIV-positive political candidate in 
this country, let alone the province. 
He has garnered considerable media attention 
for his forthrightness and honesty, as well as 
the notoriety he gained as a key player in Joe 
Clark's successful federal campaign. 


"I refuse to give up on the concept that 
one person can help change the world in a 
little way, and that's what drives me. I apply 
that to any issue: health care, education, 
electrical deregulation, a gay man standing up 
in the legislature and speaking on the issues 
when the fact of his sexuality isn't the only 
issue. I either had to go to this level in

Calgary—and Alberta—or else move! I'm 
not crazy enough to think that, with two 
weeks left in the campaign, my opponent 
won't pull that [sexuality and HIV status] out 
as a weapon at some time." 


Another strong figure in the 
so-called Joe Clark rainbow 
coalition, Keith Purdy is focusing 
attention on his own campaign in 
the relatively gay riding of 
atone Mountain View, just north of the 
downtown core. Purdy, as Co-chair of Pride 
Calgary, has not shied away from the spotlight 
as an openly gay candidate, and has eared the 
respect and endorsement of well-known New 
Democrat MLA Svend Robinson. 


"I've worked for the last ten years with 
CUPE Local 8 and have been involved in the 
community with Pride Calgary, and I felt that 
now was the time for me to move ahead and 
take the step forward to show what leadership 
skills I had. I want to be a strong voice for the 
constituency that I serve and hopefully change 
a few things that they have concerns about. I 
know that the community is changing 
anyway, so there needs to be some strong 
leadership to bring it forward. My roots are in 
the labour movement in dealing with human 
rights issues and issues for gays and lesbians - 
that's where I started from, that's where I've 
grown from and that's where I hope to go in 
the future."

These were sent out in a blanket fax-blitz to every registered provincial candidate in both Edmonton and 
Calgary, and returned to our offices by e-mail and fax. All candidates were asked to keep their answers to approximately thirty words per question. The responses you 
see below appear in their original state, without any text editing save that which was dictated by limitations of space. We hope you find their responses enlightening 


and, in some cases, amusing. 


The Original Questions 


1. Briefly list three changes you would bring about in Alberta if you were elected. 


2. Would you support the use of the "notwithstanding" clause in regard to future gay and lesbian equality issues? 


3. Do you think that there should be a gay equivalent to marriage? 


4. Do you feel that equal rights for gays and lesbians are actually special rights or a threat to traditional family values? 


Lorne Neudorf, Alberta Liberal 
Candidate — Calgary West 


1. Put more emphasis on education, 
lower class sizes and stabilize tuition 
rates. 

Ensure high quality, fast health care 
is available for everyone who requires it. 

Advocate responsible government 
by giving a strong voice to my 
constituent’s concerns. 


2. From Alberta Justice, “The use of 
the notwithstanding clause results in the 
suspension of rights and freedoms 
protected by the Charter”. It is an easy 
way for the government to discriminate; 
I would not support its usage. 


3. Gays and lesbians should have a 
legal institution that recognizes and 
finally legitimizes their committed 
relationships. It is unfair to take away, 
purely on the basis of orientation, all 
legal rights that come with a serious 
union between two people. 


4. Equal rights are not special rights. 
By treating gays and lesbians equally in 
our society we are definitely not 
threatening traditional family values. Is 
it a family value to discriminate, or to 
treat people unfairly?

1. Funding for Human Rights and 
cross-cultural education/programming 
should be increased with a goal of 


raising levels of awareness, tolerance 
and understanding. 


Repeal of Bill 11, the Healthcare 
Protection Act, which opens the door for 
public money to pay for services in 
private clinics; services which should be 
provided within the existing public 
system. 

Entrench “sexual orientation” in 
Alberta Human Rights legislation; over 
two years since the Delwin Vriend case 
and no legislation has been passed that 
reflects the Supreme Court decision. 


2. NO!!!! This clause was never 
meant to cover issues of minority rights 
within the Canadian Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. 


3. This issue is soon going to be 
before the Supreme Court of Canada. I 
believe legislators must follow those 
decisions and act upon them. What is 
most critical in this issue is that public 
benefits be applied equally, whatever the 
“label” or “name” used to define the 
couple. With this equality comes certain 
drawbacks; for instance, a gay or lesbian 
couple where one is working and the 
other is on Assured Income for the 
Severely Handicapped (AISH) because 
of illness, those benefits would, in all 
likelihood, be lost because of combined 
family income.

The Editor Responds: 

The case that started the ball rolling 
was R. v. Cuerrier in 1998, and it involved 
a British Columbia man who was charged 
with two counts of aggravated assault after 
having sex with two women without 
informing either of them about his HIV 
status. The court ruled that it is a criminal 
offense for an HIV-positive person to 
engage in consensual sex without disclosing 


his or her HIV status, a decision that 
caused concern with both the Canadian 
AIDS Society and the Canadian HIV/AIDS 
Legal Network. These groups legitimately 
feared that people would stop being tested 
for the virus and use ignorance of their 
status as a defense. For more information 
on this, and other legal HIV/AIDS issues, 
log on to: www.aidslaw.ca.

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Eminem and the gay Gestapo

It's funny how current events can stir 
up memories. 

For instance, the recent controversy 
over gay pop star Elton John's decision to 
appear with rap bad boy Eminem at the 
Grammy Awards has brought back 
memories of a dust-up I had with a self- 
important big man in both the Toronto 
theatre community and Toronto's gay 
community. 

He'd programmed some rather 
questionable material in his performance 
space, stuff that—to the surprise of no one 
but him—offended some of the more 


conservative elements of the community. 
And surprise, surprise, some of those most 
offended happened to work for the same 
paper that employs me. 

As things heated up, he phoned me, 
demanding that I take the heat off by 
attending one of his shows for review 
purposes, despite the fact that the show in 
question was clearly not part of my 
professional mandate. 

But even though I tried to explain that 
to him, he was having no part of it, 
apparently and mistakenly believing that 
every journalist in the world is empowered 
to write about anything he or she feels like 
writing about as the spirit moves us. 

Our “discussion” grew more and more 
heated until finally, he spit out: "If you 
don't get down here and review this show, 
you can't call yourself a gay man 
anymore." 

Stunned, I was momentarily at a loss 
for words. 

But only momentarily. Then the anger 
kicked in and I heard myself reply: "Hold 
on a minute, sport. You may be a queen, 
but you certaintly ain't the queen. What 
gives you the right to revoke anybody's 
gay status?!” 
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(Note to anyone who's known me for 
any length of time: This is an expurgated 
transcript of the conversation, far more 
reflective of the genteel sensibilities of 
publisher Heale than of a newfound verbal 
delicacy on my part.) 

At any rate, it was at about that point 
that our conversation ceased—whether he 
managed to hang up the phone before I did 
is immaterial but, rest assured, the line 
went dead. 

Not surprisingly, I think, we haven't 
had occasion to speak since then, although 
you'll find quite a different version of this 
conversation in his recent autobiography, 
in which he casts himself as the star of the 
world and the rest of us as supporting cast. 

But as the squeals from the gay 
community have grown louder over John's 
decision to appear with the potty-mouthed 
and homophobic Eminem (Melts in your 
mouth and not in your hand, remember), 
I've found myself recalling our spat. 

Recalling—and wondering just what it 
is that makes some of the more self- 
righteous sisters in our brethren think that it 
is their right, their bounden duty, to 
determine just precisely what a gay person 
can or cannot do. 

Now, let's be clear. As full and 


participating members of society, the gay 
community has every right to question the 
propriety of Eminem's ‘art,’ although we 
might want to give some thought to the fact 
that, in the music business, controversy like 
this certainly helps to sell records, thus 
broadening Eminem's reach. 

We have a right not to buy Eminem's 
records - and hopefully that is a right we'll 
each exercise to the fullest. 

We even have a right to criticize the 
people who vote for the Grammys for 
honouring this talented little juvenile 
delinquent the way they have, although as 
a community, we might be well advised to 
look a little closer at some of our gay icons, 
before we get too shirty. 

But we have absolutely no right 
whatsoever to demand that any member of 
our community—high profile rock star or 
busboy in the local greasy spoon— 
disassociate himself from Eminem, simply 
because we don't like what the rapper says. 

As a community, we suffered for years 
because the larger community demanded 
that we behave in a certain way, both inside 
our bedrooms and out, despite the fact that 
the behaviour they demanded from us 
would have been totally against our 
natures. To turn around and start imposing 
the will of the majority of the gay 
community on our own minorities would 
imply, at the very least, that we are every 
bit as socially repressive as the Victorian 
society that we've fled. 

As a community, we've won a right to 
be heard, but if we can only keep it by 
supressing the same right for others, 
whether we agree with them or not, we've 
not won anything at all. 

God knows, we don't need a gay 
Gestapo.

It appears that when I wrote my 
column for Valentine's Day and 
mentioned love and lust distinctly, it 
sparked a few questions and comments 
from readers.

I have heard routinely within the gay 
community that "sex is just an act," 
seemingly a reason to be lustful at every 
opportunity.

If your idea of the perfect vacation is 
a small Caribbean island with beautiful 
gay beaches, fabulous restaurants, gay 
bars, nightclubs and inns, a tropical 
climate with mild trade winds and gay- 
friendly locals, then Puerto Rico is the 
place for you. Whether you're travelling 
alone, with friends or looking for a 
romantic get-away with that special 
person, this island has everything for a 
perfect time. 

You'll need to pack your sense of 
adventure, because Puerto Rico is only 
one hundred miles wide and 
approximately thirty-five miles deep, with 
every region providing a new and 
different experience. The north side 
features Atlantic Ocean surf, while the 
south embraces the calm, blue Caribbean, 
which provides variety to suit every 
beach lover. A tropical climate ensures 
the lowest recorded temperature of 68° F 
and the highest of 97° F, 365 days of the 
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year. Sounds like paradise—many, 
including Ricky Martin, will tell you that 
it is! 

Rich in history, the island was 
discovered by Christopher Columbus just 
over 500 years ago, and the culture is a 
mix of Taino Indians, Spanish settlers, 
African slaves and the more recent North 
American migrants. The old towns of San 
Juan (in the north) and Ponce (to the 
south) provide a step back in time with old 
world charm, Spanish architecture and 
fascinating walking tours. Charming 
fishing villages are all around the 
coastline and, inland, the El Yunque rain 
forest, Rio Camuy cave park, the Central 
Mountain range and forests all provide an 
endless variety of day trips. Renting a car 
is a must, and once you leave the San Juan 
area, finding your way around the island is 
a breeze. 

Choosing your home-away-from- 
home may not be easy, as the choices are 
numerous and diverse. First, you need to 
decide whether you’re staying on the 
slightly more commercial north side of the 
island or the very natural under-developed 
south side; perhaps you'll opt for a 
combination of the two. The latter is my 
recommendation if you have two weeks or 
more for your vacation. In the north, close 
to the airport, there are three main 
choices: Old San Juan, Condado and 
Ocean Park providing a wide range of 
hotel types and prices. 

Historic Old San Juan offers 
traditional American chain hotels and 
some smaller Spanish-style pensionnes. 
However, this does not make for a “beach 
holiday” and seems a waste after 
travelling all the way to the Caribbean. | 
suggest you save this for an afternoon or 
two of history and shopping. 

Condado provides a choice of large 
high-rise hotels and slightly smaller gay 


and gay-friendly hotels. Here you will 
find the largest, gayest hotel on the island, 
the Atlantic Beach Hotel and, not 
suprisingly, a gay beach. Some of the 
rooms will give you a breath-taking view 
of the ocean and one short flight of steps 
will put you right onto the gay beach. Just 
around the corner is the smaller Embassy 
Guest House, with a beautiful swimming 
pool overlooking the ocean. Both of these 
hotels are gay (except for the odd 
accidental tourist) and close to all the bars 
and nightlife. 

My personal choice is the Ocean 
Park neighbourhood, with smaller guest 
houses and another very gay beach just a 
fifteen minute walk to all the nightlife. 
Here you have three main choices for a 
place to stay: Ocean Beach Inn, Numero 
Uno and L Habitation. Price and style of 
room will probably come into play as you 
make your decision on which to choose. 
LHabitation and The Ocean Beach Inn 
are modestly priced, while Numero Uno is 
slightly more expensive and has more of a 
hotel atmosphere. 

The rooms at Numero Uno are very 
modern, with bar fridges and some 
overlook the gay beach. The outside 
beach cafe is a must-yisit spot and the 
swimming pool is refreshing on a hot day 
when the ocean is a delight for surfers 
only. 

The Ocean Beach Inn provides a 
cozy, intimate atmosphere with 
comfortable rooms and a lush tropical 
courtyard. Host Patrick will be more than 
happy to provide you with local 
information to make your stay as gay and 
pleasant as your wishes demand. Some 
rooms boast ocean views and kitchenettes 
are available. 

L Habitation is slightly larger with a 
beach bar but less personable attitude. 
The rooms are simple and adequately 
sized but very few have an ocean view. 
Here you will also find Antonio, the 
masseur, who will help you to relax and 
forget city life very quickly. He will also 
come to any of the hotels if you don’t 
want your massage on the beach with the 


sounds of the surf in the background. All - 


three include a continental breakfast and 
weekly room-rate specials. 

My choice was the Ocean Beach Inn, 
with an ocean view room and a small 


kitchenette. This proved to be a wise 
choice and the friendly, helpful 
atmosphere provided by host Patrick and 
the other vacationers made it a perfect 
place to unwind. Having cocktails with 
the other guests on the patio, overlooking 
the ocean as the sun sets, makes a relaxing 
end to the day and a great beginning for 
the night’s festivities. Breakfast in the 
dining room seemed to be a prime time to 
swap stories from the night before over a 
cup of strong coffee. It doesn’t get much 
better than this! 

When it comes to nightlife and 
dining, this island has it all. You'll need a 
copy of the local gay newspaper, the 
Puerto Rico Breeze (email: tkoonetz @pr- 
plaza.net, phone: (787) 724-3411), which 
lists almost everything around the island 
in terms of gay entertainment. In San 
Juan, Condado and Ocean Park, you are 
within walking distance or a very short 
cab ride to most of the bar scene. The 
Atlantic Beach Hotel has an open patio 
bar, which is where most people go in the 


early evening for happy hour or the 
traditional Sunday afternoon T-dances. If 
you begin your evening here, everything 
else is close at hand. Disco Eros is 
probably the main attraction from 11p.m. 
onwards and, with the name of a Greek 
god and the entrance facade of a Greek 
temple, you can only imagine what 
delights await inside. There are many 
local bars and pubs, after-hours clubs and 
other forms of entertainment to keep you 
happy, no matter how long your stay or 
what your tastes may be. Most of the gay 
accommodations will provide you with a 
map highlighting the gay and gay-friendly 
places to go, and the owners and staff 
possess a wealth of information. 

On the south side of the island, the 
gay scene is centred around the village of 
Boqueron, where it is slightly quieter and 
more of an escape from commercialism. 
In old San Juan you will find three or four 
gay bars, gay-friendly restaurants and 
shopping. This is a major stopping point 
for the cruise ships and you will find the 
narrow streets full of bargain hunters. As 
this is a duty-free port, you are certain to 
satisfy your shopping desires, although

In the straight world, love and marriage 
may go together like a horse and carriage— 
at least that’s what the old song says. But 
marriage between people of the same 
gender is still far from common, and legal 
acceptance by the rest of society is a battle 
yet to be won. 

The Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community Churches (MCC) 
has been joining same-sex couples in holy 
unions since 1968, and there was 
considerable eastern media hoopla earlier 
this year when it was announced that the 
Toronto branch of the MCC would marry 
one gay couple and one lesbian couple, 
skirting around the Ontario Marriage Act. 
They did this by having the banns read in 
church on three separate occasions. 

Rev. Brent Hawkes, of Toronto’s 
MCC, claimed the Ontario Marriage Act 
didn’t refer to gender but to persons, so he 
could legally marry the two couples 
provided no one raised serious legal 
objections during the reading of the banns, 
which is an ancient Christian custom. The 
Ontario registar would be obliged to accept 
this quite legal marriage. 

Despite the banns and the wedding 
ceremony, the Ontario government was 
having none of it, and the Registrar General 
refused to register the event. As promised, 
the couples are now sueing the government 
andthe case will likely end up in the 
Supreme Court. 

Provincial governments usually pass 
the buck to the federal government, 
claiming Ottawa is responsible for defining 
marriage and, so far, it has been defined as 
the union of a man and a woman. 

Though Toronto media trumpeted the 
MCC banns reading and the weddings as 
historic and ground-breaking, they were 
dead wrong. Back in Winnipeg, the glaring 
headlines brought a wry smile to the lips of 
Chris Vogel, long an activist on gay rights 
issues. He had a distinct feeling of déja vu; 
been there, done that. Long ago. 

Clearly, there’s nothing new under the 
sun, even if Toronto The Big still believes 
the sun shines out of its you-know-what. 
Vogel, .a resource planner with the 
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Manitoba government, married his 
sweetheart Richard North on February 11th 
1974. At the time, Vogel was twenty-seven 
and North, a cabinetmaker, was twenty- 
three. They had the banns read at the 
Unitarian Church, had the wedding and 
reception and have been together ever 
since. 

“Back then, the gay community in 
Winnipeg wasn’t very organized and I don’t 
think we even had a club,” Vogel told 
Outlooks. “Richard and I had been together 
for a couple of years and we decided to 
marry as an act of public education and also 
to further the process of law reform for gay 
rights.” 

The couple was refused a marriage 
licence by the provincial registrar, but were 
encouraged to have the banns read by 
Unitarian minister Rev. Norm Naylor, who 
was supported by the church’s board of 
directors. Despite the fact that some 
congregation members objected to this 
revolutionary development, Vogel and 
North even took the regulation marriage 
classes and Vogel’s work colleagues took 
up a collection and bought them silver 
goblets. 

“We pretty well devised our own 
ceremony and promised to stay together not 
‘til death did us part but ‘as long as love 
shall last’” Vogel recalls. “We had open 
communication and also decided on an 
open relationship, even though that did 
upset the minister and he tried to dissuade 
us.” 

In fact they have had “little affairs” 
over the years, but the relationship remains 
strong. “We are each other’s best friends,” 
says Vogel. “I think we have proven that 
marriage need not be an oppressive prison, 
provided you enter into it in a liberal and 
generous spirit.” 

When they married twenty-seven 
years ago on a cold Monday evening, 
the media was kept in the dark about the 
event—with the exception of one CBC 
radio reporter: 

“She was getting married herself 
and we trusted her, so we allowed her to 
tape the event,” says Vogel. 

Once the ceremony was over, they 
served guests Sangria, then went on to a 
private party and took up housekeeping 
as a married couple. Vogel says 
everyone was very nice to them, but the 
registrar refused to recognize the 
marriage so they went to court. “The 
statutes didn’t actually designate the 
gender of marriage partners, but the 
judge went to common law and decided 
only a man and woman could marty,” 
says Vogel. “We lost our case but at that 
time it was no surprise.” 

He is confident that gay marriages 
will be recognized by the state sooner rather 
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than later. 

“T wish the Toronto couples well, and I 
am still amazed by how the speed of change 
and gay acceptance is accelerating,” he 
adds. “Society’s recognition of a couple’s 
marriage is an important emotional and 
social support which heterosexuals have 
taken for granted. It’s important because it’s 
a time when friends and family come 
together to understand who you are and to 


celebrate your love.” 

Vogel got involved with the Council 
On Homosexuality and Religion in 1978, 
and became an activist in advancing gay 
rights. “The council would channel gay 
people to sympathetic ministers of their 
own denomination and many holy unions 
were quietly carried out, including Catholic 
ones,” he says. “These unions were done 
with no publicity, because ministers didn’t 
want to attract the attention of bishops and 
church authorities.” 

In 1982, using the Manitoba Human 
Rights Act, Vogel and North began a long 
legal battle against the Manitoba 
government to ensure Vogel’s partner could 
receive full spousal benefits and pension 
rights, just like Vogel’s heterosexual 
colleagues. They finally achieved full 
victory in 1997, twenty-three years after 
they tied the knot.

SYPHILIS CONCERN IN THE COMMUNITY 


Since November 2000, we have diagnosed active, infectious syphilis in nine Calgary 
men. Of these, six had active lesions of early syphilis, two were found as part of the 
anonymous partner notification process, and one man recognized the rash from the 
last article in Outlooks and came in for evaluation at the STD clinic. In addition, 
many men were concerned about rashes or genital sores, and came for testing. In 
these other cases we were able to reassure these folks that they did not have syphilis. 

We are concerned that there may be gay men in Calgary who have been in 
contact with syphilis, but may not be aware of their exposure. Although this is a 
totally curable infection, it is dangerous because the person may not experience any 
symptoms at all, even though the infection is still present. Untreated syphilis 
commonly leads to neurologic problems such as stroke and dementia (similar to 
Alzheimers disease) or heart problems. Our intention is not to create unnecessary 
anxiety about this, but to ensure that we get the message out to all potentially 
infected men so that they can access treatment and eliminate any chance of serious 
health consequences in the future. 

Although several of the people with active syphilis had direct connections with 
Internet or telephone services for meeting anonymous partners, several did not. We 
are recommending, based on what we know about the risk of getting syphilis in 
Calgary, that any gay man having had sexual contact since the summer of 2000 
should get blood drawn for syphilis testing, so that curative treatment can begin.

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U-571: The gay film that wasn’t

It’s dark and damp. Within the tin 
canister that you’re confined to, all you can 
hear is the laboured breathing of your 
anxious shipmates and the “ping” of the 
sonar as it indicates the slowly sinking 
depth charges, the violent explosions of 
which echo outside. You wait as they draw 
closer, bringing destruction with them. 

This description pretty much 
encapsulates the feel of U-57/; it’s your 
typical action film, set dari WWII. It’s 
all right if that’s what you’re looking for, if 
you can get past the patriotic American 
flag-waving, and if you like your boys in 
uniform. The plot (such as it is) centres 
around capturing the German “Enigma 
machine,” a typewriter-like device that was 
used by the Nazis to encode and decode 
transmissions during the war. 

In choosing the very worthy subject of 
the Enigma machine’s critical role in 
WWII and the Battle of the Atlantic, it is 
unfortunate that writer and director 
Jonathan Mostow chose to usurp and 
obscure history. He could have used his 
film as a venue to exhume the near- 
forgotten role played by arguably the most 
influential person of this century: Alan 
Mathison Turing (1912-1954), who also 
happened to be gay. 

U-571 gives one the strong impression 
that a) capturing the Enigma machine was 
the bulk of the task in decoding the German 
transmissions and b) that it was the 
Americans who played the crucial role. 
Both of these ideas presented are blatant 
misrepresentations of the truth. The 
structure of the machine itself was widely 
known and variations were in use 
throughout Europe long before the start of 
WWII. What made the Enigma so 
powerful was that it had several wheels that 
could be inserted in different orders and 
orientations, creating a huge number of 
possible encoding schemes. These settings 
were changed regularly by the Germans, 
which made developing a way to determine 
which scheme was being used an arduous 
task at any given time; the triumph over 
this belonged to the mathematicians and 
cryptanalysts, not the soldiers. 

Work on decoding the Enigma 
machine began long before the Americans 
declared war, and even after their entry. 
The U.S. played no role in actually 
decoding it. Early work was done 
primarily by the Poles who, in 1939, passed 
their advances on to the British, including a 
brilliant young scientist, Alan Turing, who 
was responsible for their eventual success. 
It is often speculated that the Allies could 
not have won the war without the 
advantage of being able to read the Axis’ 
transmissions. In that sense, if it wasn’t for 
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Alan Turing, you might have been reading 
this article in German (in a different paper 
that didn’t focus on about being gay!). 

So, perhaps you’re not convinced that 
Alan Turing has directly affected your 


everyday life. Let’s then forget about his 
role in WWII and take a look at some of his 
other accomplishments, like, oh, modern 
computing. Turing laid the foundational 
theory behind the modern computer and is 
considered, if not the outright inventor of 
this device, then one of only a few 
founding fathers. Every one of those 
machines that now pack our homes, offices 
and pockets is an example of the infamous 
“Turing Machine,” the original theoretical 
construct with which Turing proved his 
principles and invented concepts like 
“software” and “programming.” 

Moreover, he was the first to outline 
what it would be for something to be 
“artificially intelligent.” Turing did this 
not by trying to define what constitutes 
intelligence (a definition still up for grabs), 
but by describing a clever imitation game 
that a machine would have to exhibit real 
intelligence to win. The “Turing Test’ is 
still a hot topic (and, of course, 
controversial) in computer science, 
cognitive science, philosophy of the mind 
and the inspiration for programs and 
competitions world-wide—many fuelling / 
fuelled by research and development in the 
computer interfaces that we deal with on 
our Own computers. 

Alan Turing’s influence doesn’t stop at 
cryptography, computer science and 
math—it also extends through other natural 
sciences like biology and chemistry. But it 
does become less direct and more obscure, 
partly because we haven’t really been in a 
position to appreciate some of what he has 
done until now. He was truly a future 
visionary ahead of his time. For example, 
Turing’s papers on morphogenesis 
(essentially the growth and development of 
living things), are experiencing somewhat 
of a renaissance as the brilliance of his 


insights are finally being realized. They 
have strongly influenced the relatively new 
studies of non-linear dynamics and 
complex systems which, in turn, are 
helping us to understand everything from 
weather patterns to fatal development, 
from social behaviour to the stock market. 
(Think of Jeff Goldblum’s character in 
Jurassic Park—that’s the kind of stuff he 
studied.) 

Scientists tend not to be as well known 
as other celebrities because, well, they’re 
rarely as beautiful, well-spoken or exciting, 
and it’s often hard to understand what they 
do. But surely you’ve heard of Louis 
Pasteur, Albert Einstein and Steven 
Hawking. Thomas Edison? Alexander 
Graham Bell? Marie Curie? Chances are, 
unless you’ve studied computing theory or 
cryptography, you’ve never even heard of 
Alan Turing, even though he has had at 
least as dramatic a cultural impact as all the 
people mentioned above. 

Some believe that Turing’s lack of 
notoriety stems from the fact that much of 
what he did, certainly during the war, was 
classified top secret, and that air of secrecy 
kept him out of the public light. But none 
of it is classified now—and think about it: 


top secret information going public, critical 
players in war, machines that think—this is 
stuff that the media goes nuts for! 

I believe that Turing’s name isn’t as 
well known as some others simply because 
towards the end of his life, Alan Turing 
was very open about his sexuality. And 
most people in the ‘50s really didn’t want 
to be forced to acknowledge that one of 
their greatest war heroes, one of the most 
brilliant scientists of our time, was a big 
fag. 

“Coming out” had, for Alan Turing 
like for many of us, a catastrophic impact 
on his life. Same-sex relations in Britain 
remained illegal until quite recently and 
Turing was arrested in Manchester 
(ironically, considering it was the locale of 
the original Queer as Folk) in 1952 for a 
violation of that nature. Instead of denying 
the charges or making any sort of appeal, 
Turing not only admitted his guilt, but 
supplied a detailed account of his 
relationship with his partner, and 
courageously spoke out against the 
injustice of the law. The law was not 
swayed and, in lieu of a jail term, he was

sentenced to a course of estrogen 
injections (of all things!) to “neutralize his 
libido.” The treatments, which lasted a 
year, left him impotent and caused him to 
grow breasts. Much of Turing’s academic 
work continued, but he was no longer able 
to work for the government—security 
clearance was not granted to “known 
homosexuals” because of the national 
security risk (?!). He remained quite open 
about his sexuality and his criticism of the 
government’s policies among his peers; 
however, as one might imagine, the 
Manchester of 1950 wasn’t quite as open as 
the Manchester of 2001. 

On June 8, 1954, Alan Turing was 
found dead by his cleaning lady, a half- 
eaten apple dipped in cyanide by his side. 
There was no warning, he left no statement 


be lauding the name Turing, along with 
DaVinci, Michelangelo and Wilde, doesn’t 
seem to know him at all. I’ve never seen a 
gay bookstore that carried his biography, 
Alan Turing: The Enigma, even though the 
author, Andrew Hodges, is equally out and 
gay and a scientist for whom Turing was a 
role model. This is a state of ignorance that 
we should remedy, not just to honour a man 
who has given our century so much, but for 
our own edification as a community, for 
our own public image and for our own 
sense of history. 

So, try to spare a moment’s thought for 
Alan Turing the next time you sit down to 
deal with your e-mail or hear mention of 
the Allied victory in WWII. And if, gods 
forbid, you do decide to rent U-57/, the 
gay-film-that-should-have-been-but- 


wasn’t, at least be openly derisive and 
loudly point out that, as usual, Hollywood 
has distorted the truth.

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of intent and, despite his mother’s belief 
that his death was accidental, the coroner 
felt it was an obvious case of suicide.

Alan Turing 
was driven to his grave by the lack of 
acceptance of homosexuality—and the rest 
of us are the worse for it. As a scientist, he 
was just entering maturity—possibly to 
achieve his greatest work—and that will 
forever be denied us.

Christine Miller is no stranger to 
laying out the interior of a building to suit 
the feelings and needs of particular clients. 
Formerly an interior decorator for 
Edmonton’s Chintz and Co. (a store that’s 


pretty much on every upscale queer’s 
Saturday morning shopping list), Miller 
identified what she thought was an unfilled 
niche on the downtown Edmonton scene, 
got together with a business partner 
(Angela Larson) last summer, and came up 
with The Paris Market, the latest eclectic 
addition to Edmonton’s re-emerging 
downtown. 

The Paris Market is located in the 
Mercer Building on the corner of 104th 
street and 104 avenue. Built in 1907, the 
rundown warehouse has had a number of 
incarnations over the past twenty years, 
including acting as host to a number of 
notorious hell parties in the mid-1980’s. 
Most recently, however, the building has 
remained vacant on a street designated by 
the City of Edmonton as significant for its 
concentration of red brick warehouses from 
the turn of the century. With the 1914 
Phillips Building, just up the street, recently 
evicting its artist tenants, 104th street’s 
historic warehouses seem poised for 
demolition, rather than preservation, as 
Edmonton’s boom finally begins to 
emerge. 

Miller’s initiative with the Mercer 
building may, however, bring a bit of 
stability—and hopefully a few developers 
with vision—to a downtown sorely in need 
of proper, considered development. The 
Paris Market anchors the North end of the 
104th street historic district, and if it 
can generate money for the 
building’s owner, the rest of the area may 
emerge into the only walkable part of 
downtown. And with the Roost nightclub 
next door, and a new gay-friendly bar (Fly) 
a half block away, Miller also recognizes 
the importance of her gay clientele. 

When you first enter the market you'll 
be excused for thinking you’re in a 
wonderful maze. The participating 
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Paris in springtime 


retailers have simply laid their wares out on 
tables, in nooks, and crannies throughout 
the main floor—this is not the locale for 
small children, unless you want to pay for 
what they break! The wood beneath you 
creaks as you wander through aisles of 
antiques, retro jewelry, wicker furniture, 
paintings, incense, soaps and bric-a-brac. 
The first thing I looked at was a cabinet, 
circa 1850, made by Manitoba Mennonites. 

Miller is looking to expand the market 
as more clients show interest in opening 
booths and stalls there, and she is 
temporarily expanding to the second floor 
for an art show she has entitled, simply, 
Exhibit A: a gathering of art in a landmark 
loft environment. She is encouraging local 
artists to enter the show for a fee of $20. 

Outlooks spoke with Miller about her 
reasons for setting up the market and how 
things have been going. 


Outlooks: When did the Paris Market 
first open its doors? 

Miller: July 15th of this past year. 

Outlooks: And what made you decide 
to do it? 

Miller: Well, I just thought, what 
could I do that was different and that 
nobody else was doing; what niche can [| 
fill? There was the farmer’s market [in Old 
Strathcona] going full tilt, but there’s also a 
year and a half wait to get in there. So I 
thought, why don’t I start my own market, 
a little more upscale than a general flea 
market? Provide the people who are 
waiting with a place to go while they're on 
the waiting list. So we gathered together a 
whole different mix of people and just did 
it. It was either going to be called the Soho 
Bazaar or the Paris Market. 

Outlooks: And how was it that you 
decided to settle into this building in 
particular?

Miller: Once I chose the name, I 
looked for a building that was suitable, that 
gave an old-world image, and this was one 
of the last ones still standing that had a high 
profile. 

Outlooks: So, at the moment, does the 
market only cover this first floor? 

Miller: Yes. The market itself is only 


on this floor, but what I’m starting to do” 


with the landlord’s permission is to move 
upstairs for special events. The space is 
open for charity fundraisers and we’ve 
formed the Paris Market Society. Our 
agenda is the preservation and proliferation 
of creative outlets. So my very first Paris 
Market project is called Exhibit A, and that 
goes on March 9th, 10th and 11th. It’s an 
art exhibit upstairs. Anyone may enter— 
there’s a twenty-dollar registration fee and 
it goes directly into mailout and promoting 
the event. That’s the first event, and so far I 
have about thirty or thirty-five artists who 
have purchased space. 

Outlooks: You mentioned a niche 
market—what do you think your niche 
market is here? 

Miller: Well, one of the vendors 
described it as “people who aren’t really 
sure where to go come here” [Laughs]. I 
have a lot of people who test-market their 
products in this space. So people who 
aren't willing or ready to take the step to 
lease their own space, use mine—very low 
overhead, and very low commitment for 
them—to test out their products, test out 
their merchandising, test out their sales 
skills. There’s a real mish-mash of people 
who want to do something—sometimes 
they're not even fully sure of what they 
want to do. 

Outlooks: So tell me about some of 
your vendors. Are there openly gay 
vendors here? 

Miller: I think everyone feels very 
comfortable being involved here. There’s a 
general open-mindedness to the market and 
I’ve never seen any problems with openly 
gay customers. Probably over half of the 
male vendors here are gay, and that’s great. 
I was actually approached by a lesbian who 
wanted to come in and sell gay pride 
products, and she said she didn’t know 
where else to go. She'd been turned down 
by other markets, and I just said “Come on 
in’. I couldn’t care less! She was more 
than welcome to sell her stuff. 

Outlooks: Well, urban downtowns 
tend to be areas where gays and lesbians 
congregate. Do you find there’s a large 
number of gay customers here? 

Miller: There’s a very large gay 
clientele and I’m thrilled! (Jaughs] They 
like different things, they have money to 
spend, and they love to shop. 

Outlooks: What are some of your 
favourite things here? 

Miller: Love the antiques. Was it 
Outlooks that did the article on Soapstuds? 

Outlooks: Yes. 

Miller: Well, Soapstuds have some of 
my favourite things here. And they’re very 
charming young men. I love the art, the 
youth culture in the back, and rave 


clothing. Anything goes here—that’s my 
philosophy. I’m not going to turn anything 
down, because I don’t feel the public has 
anything to be afraid of. 

Outlooks: The last question is about 
the street and the neighbourhood—a bit of 
a political question, actually. 104th Street 
is trumpeted as one of the last historic 
streets in downtown Edmonton. Do you 
see yourself—because a number of 
warehouses in this area have already been 
ripped out—becoming active as a member 
of the local community to try to point this 
street in the right direction? 

Miller: Yes, I think our being on the 
corner of the street is actually really 
important. Are you familiar with Fly 
nightclub? Well, they’re opening right 
across the street and they’re described as a 
gay-friendly bar. They said one of the 
reasons they went in here is because they 
saw that we were here. They think this 
street is really going to turn, and that’s why 
they’ve moved in. They’re also going after 
the gay clientele as well, and they know

this is where gays are going to be hanging 
out. But it’s very different from the Roost. 
I took a look at the place last week and its 
planning to open February 23rd. We’re 
planning to work a lot together. I hope to 
be hosting fashion shows there and there 
will be a lot of promotion between us. 


Paris Market is located at 10363-104 
Street, Edmonton, right beside the Roost 
nightclub. There is parking behind the 
building, but be aware if you park at the 
meters on Saturday, you have to plug them. 
Artists interested in Exhibit A should 
phone Christine Miller at 424-2511.

There are times when I wonder if the 


only thing gay writers are capable of 
producing is erotica. For every argument of

“We’re not just about sex!” there seems to be 
a box of review-copy books that supports a 
contrary position. This is not to say, mind 
you, that there is a dearth of non-erotic gay 
fiction writers out there, it’s just that I rarely 
ever receive their books. 

As it is with anything (food, art, clothing, 
fill in the blanks), taste in literature is nothing 
if not subjective. When it comes to erotica, it 
is doubly so. There are some writers who, 
through the sheer brilliance of their work, 
transcend the boundaries of taste and genre in 
a way that appears almost effortless. 

M. Christian is one of them. 

His recent release, Dirty Words: 
Provocative Erotica, is a challenging and 
thoroughly enjoyable collection of short 
stories, all of which incorporate sex—and its 
peripheral issues—within their scope. 
Despite this common theme, the stories 
featured in this book cover a wide spectrum in 
terms of subject matter. 

“Spike” focuses on the dominance and 
submission in an incestuous relationship 
between two identical twins, while “Matches” 
cleverly proposes the concept that our souls 
are perfect, beautiful, sexually charged beings 
once released from the body at death. In a 
raunchier vein, “The Harley” explores some 
very interesting dynamics involved when two 
bikers vie for possession of a dead comrade’s 
Harley—and the favours of a grade ‘A’ bitch- 
boy. “Blueboy” is a chilling and sharp tale

about a sub-race—Blues—created to satisfy 
society’s growing bloodlust and appetite for 
violence. This is a prime example of how 
author Christian balances eroticism with 
fiction—in this case, very disturbing and 
deftly wrought science fiction. It is one of 
Dirty Words’ many highlights, well conceived 
and skillfully loaded with surprises and clever 
concepts. The author uses violence, either 
literal or metaphoric, with the same measured 
hand that a chef uses spice: it adds flavour— 
strong at times—but never overpowers. 
Renowned writer Pat Califa-Rice (a 
friend of the author), in a suitably restrained 
but praiseful introduction, points out M. 
Christian’s predilection for writing about oral 
sex. “I don’t think ’ve ever encountered a 
writer who is more poetically obsessed with 
cock sucking as M. Christian,” Califa-Rice 
writes. “He is a bard of deep throat, a lyrical 
celebrator of the profoundly transformative 
act of blowing a load all over somebody else’s 


tonsils.” A few stories into Dirty Words it 
becomes hard to disagree. At times this 
fixation works against Christian and becomes 
repetitive, boring even in its regularity. The 
incidence of this is, however, limited and 
stacked up near the front, a small price to pay 
for the bulk of the work which is frequently 
quite brilliant. 

M. Christian is a writer who doesn’t force 
the reader to labour through overblown 
descriptions or struggle with metaphors that 
don’t quite “click.” Rather, his language is so 
carefully chosen that it comes across as an 


untailored stream of conciousness: offhand, 


easy and very, very honest. It is the kind of 
writing that makes the process of reading 
seem unnecessary—the ideas simply exist on 
the page like surprises, waiting to be 
experienced.
